Brief Summary of Country itetos* 

We do not hold ourselves responsible for any opinions expressed in this 
Summary ; as all the notices are eitlter collated from the local papers, or 
supplied to us by occasional correspondents. 

Andover. — The first open night, or Concert, for 

the Session 1866-67 was given on the 12th uit., by the Members of 
the Choral Society, in the Town Hall. The concert opened with a 
short address from the President, H. Hooker, Esq., on the claims of 
the Choral Society, and expressing the thanks due from the mem- 
bers to those ladies and gentlemen who sang at the concerts. In 
addition to the songs, glees, &c, which have usually composed the 
programmes of the Society, there were two clarionet solos by Mr. 
Pickens band-master to the Hants Militia, and some instrumental 
music for a stringed band. There was a good and varied selection 
of vocal music, in which Miss Hartley, a lady amateur, occupied a 
prominent place, and in " Why do summer roses fade," received a 
hearty encore. A quartett ** The Pilgrim's Home," words by the 
Rev. C. Mackie, and set to music by Mr. Thome, organist of Chi- 
chester Cathedral, was well sung by Miss Clarke, Messrs. Cross, 
Fox, and Beare, and appeared to be much appreciated by the 
audience. The instrumental music was ably led by Mr. Hendy; 
and Mr. Snary, in spite of serious illness, accompanied with his 
usual ability. 

Annan. — The course' of -winter entertainments at 

the Mechanics' Institute was opened on the 24th October with a 
grand concert given by the members of the Dumfries Choral 
Society, who, with the attendant orchestra, numbered thirty-three 
performers. The programme consisted of two parts — the first 
sacred, and the second secular. The Society acquitted itself exceed- 
ingly well, particularly in the sacred music. The opening chorus, 
" With full-voiced choir," gave evidence of careful training ; and 
the celebrated triumphal chorus — "See the Conquering Hero 
comes," brought the first part of the programme to a successful 
termination. Of the second part, we have only room to mention that 
Miss Lloyd distinguished herself in the " Auld Scotch Sangs," for 
which she was loudly encored. Miss Quin has a very sweet and 
plaintive voice, and sang Burns's beautiful song of " Afton Water " 
with great tenderness of expression. She was also rewarded with 
an encore. The orchestra was exceedingly efficient ; and Mr. Hirst 
presided with much ability at the piano. Every praise is due to 
Mr. Gooden, the conductor, for his excellent management through- 
out. On the 19th October Mr, Bates, organist of John's Episcopal 

Church here, afforded a treat to the lovers of music, by giving a 
recital on the pianoforte, which took place in the Queensberry Arms 
Assembly Room, The instrument was a very superior one from the 



establishment of Mr. Fryer, Dumfries, and its capabilities were 
admirably brought out by the player. Mr. Bates played the whole 
of the pieces (the majority of which were of the most difficult 
description) from memory, and in an admirable manner, surprising 
and delighting his audience by the brilliancy of his execution and 
the correctness of his taste. 

Bedford. — On Tuesday, the 6th ult., Mr. John 

Haines and his sister, Mrs. Frank Moody, assisted by Miss H. 
Haines, Miss Bull, and Mr. Warwick, gave a concert at the 
Working Men's Institute. Owing to family bereavements, illness, 
and other causes, the attendance was not large. The songs and 
duetts in the programme gave much satisfaction. Mr. John Nunn 
accompanied the vocal music on the pianoforte with his well-known 
excellent taste. The performance of the " Clara Waltz " and 
" Tivoli Quadrilles," and " Haydn's Quintette," by the little band, 
was very creditable. Altogether the concert was exceedingly good, 

Bedminster. — The new organ for the Wesleyan 

Chapel having been sold to Keynsham Wesleyan Chapel, a new 
instrument, better adapted to the size of the building, has juBt been 
erected by Mr. Vowles, of this city. It was opened on the 13th ult., 
when a sermon on "The house of God, and its beauties and advan- 
tages," was delivered by the Rev. M. Punshon to a crowded 
audience, who responded to his appeal by a handsome collection. 
The organ was played by Mr. Garrington, the organist of Langton- 
street Chapel, who, with his well-known skill and taste, brought out 
the qualities of the instrument in such a manner as to give the 
greatest satisfaction. It was generally remarked that the sweetness 
and fulness of tone, as well as its power, rendered it a most valuable 
acquisition. The cost was only £125. It is inclosed in a neat case 
of yellow pine, varnished, and has a very pretty effect in the 
chapel. 

Belfast. — Mr. Albert Lowe, who is on a visit 

here to the Incumbent of St. George's Church, kindly undertook to 
give an Organ performance to friends who might wish to attend, 
and fulfilled his promise by playing before a numerous audience, on 
the 29th of October, a selection of pieces from the works of cele- 
brated authors in a style which, while it delighted those who were 
present, reflected the highest credit on himself. The programme 
for the occasion included pieces from the compositions of Molique, 
Spohr. Pergolesi, Haydn, Mendelssohn, and Handel. The chorus, 
"To Thee Cherubim," was the selection from the last-named 
master ; and was admirably rendered. Mr. Lowe presided at the 
organ in St. George's Church at both morning and evening service 
on Sunday last, when, with the aid of the highly effective choir, 
his skilful and careful playing rendered both services a source of 
high enjoyment to those who had the pleasure of hearing them. He 
also, by appointment, met the " Vocal Union" on Monday evening 
in the large hall of the Church of England and Ireland Young Men's 
Society, lately opened; and several choruses from the Elijah, St. Paul, 
and Job were sung with excellent precision and effect. It is hoped 
that Mr. Lowe's late visit may not be his last. None who heard 
his performances could feel otherwise than pleasure and high appre- 
ciation of their merit. 

Birkenhead. — The Cambrian Choral Society gave 

its first Concert of the season on the 2nd ult. The principal artistes 
were Miss F. Bennett, Mr. J. P. Willey, and Mr. T. J. Hughes. 
Conductor, Mr. Parry. Accompanyist, Mr. Skeaf. The perform- 
ance included several part-songs, by Brinley Richards, which were 
so well received at the late Chester Eisteddfodd. On the previous 
evening a Testimonial, consisting of a timepiece and an address, was 
presented to Mr. William, who for many years has acted as pianist 
to the Society. 

Brighton. — Mr. H. Hiles, the Organist of All 

Saints' Church, gave an Organ Recital, recently, at the Church (of 
which he is organist), to a numerous assemblage. Mr. Hiles is an 
organist of great ability. His Andante movement of Bastiste 
was artistically rendered, and his interpretation of Beethoven's 
Larghetto, from the grand Second Symphony, displayed his talent 
to the utmost advantage. The Lobgesang of Mendelssohn was also a 
fine performance. Mrs. Merest, who we remember as Miss M. B. 
Hawcs, sang some beautiful contralto pieces, and, among the rest, 
that touching sacred air from the Messiah, " He was despised." In 
earlier times, no one ever threw so much devotional feeling and 
expression into the air as Miss Hawes, and, although time has made 
certain inroads upon her voice, there is still left that depth of 
expression which she used to impart to the air in former days, and 
which left such impression upon her hearers. Her own sacred song 
of " Ruth " was not only creditable to her as a singer, but as a 
composer. 

Burslem. — The Potteries Tonic Sol-faists gave 

their first Concert for the season, in the Town Hall, on the 
30th October, in the presence of a very numerous and respectable 
audience, whose frequent and hearty applause showed that they 
highly appreciated both the selection of pieces and their perform- 
ance. The advanced choir, with Misses Pass, Emery, Edge, 
Brindley, and Malkin, and Messrs. Wood, Vickers, and Shipley, as 
soloists, filling one side of the orchestra, sang a number of choice 
songs, duets, and choral pieces, from which "The Murmur of the 
Shell," sung by Miss Emery, may be fairly selected as the gem of 
the concert. Her delicate sotto voce, at the close of each verse of 
this sweet ballad, took the audience by surprise, and elicited a 
vociferons encore. The choral pieces included Rossini's Carnovale, 
which was warmly encored; and two of the most popular part- 
songs of the French Orpheonists, "The Retreat," and " The Drum 
March," re-arranged for a mixed choir. "The Retreat" was 
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re-demanded, and the choir, in responding, gave a specimen of 
long drawn-out diminuendo, in the dying away of the drums in the 
distance, such as any choral body might be proud of. The 
elementary class, which occupied the other side of the orchestra, 
contributed a selection of burden-songs and simple choral pieces; 
their young, fresh voices, crisp execution, and frequent successful 
efforts after delicacy of expression, showing that, with a little more 
of the skilful training of their teacher and conductor, they will 
form a valuable addition to the advanced choir. Mr. Powell con- 
ducted, and Mr. R. T. Boughton was an efficient accompanyist on 

the pianoforte. An excellent Concert was given in the Town 

Hall on the 7th ult. Madame Lemmens-Sherrington was the 
principal vocalist, and met with a brilliant reception. Miss 
Sherrington (sister of Madame Lemmens) and Mr. W. H. Poole 
were also well received. Chevalier Lemmens gave several solos on 
the organ with his well-known ability. 

Cardiff. — A grand Evening Concert was given at 

the Stuart Hall, Cardiff, on "Wednesday, October 31st., when 
Rossini's Stabat Mater and Handel's Messiah were performed. The 
principal artistes were Miss Lizzie Wilson, and Miss Mary Ann 
Potter, both from London ; Mr. J. Hunt, of Gloucester Cathedral, 
and Mr. M. Edwards, of Llandaff Cathedral. Harmonium, Mr. 
Holder; Conductor, Mr. Rees Lewis; assisted by a most efficient 
band and chorus. Miss Wilson was heard to great advantage in 
the solos, " Inflammatus," and " I know that my Redeemer liveth," 
both of which were encored. Miss Potter's execution of " Fac ut 
Portem," and "He was despised," were most impressive, and fully 
deserved the encores accorded, though in all cases wisely declined, 
the ladies merely bowing their thanks. Mr. Hunt was highly satis- 
factory in the tenor solos, and Mr. Edwards quite fulfilled our 
expectations in his various solos. 

Colnbrook, near Windsor. — A Shakesperian 

Reading was given by Mr. Arnold, of Windsor and Eton Mathe- 
matical Schools, on the 8th ult. Patron, Rev. W. Greive, M.A. 
Locke's music was given by the Church Choir under the direction 
of Mr. R. Ratcliffe. The performance was a decided success. 

Dewsbury. — A Concert was given on the 15th 

ult., by the Choral Society, in the Church of England School-room, 
which was well attended. Several glees and part-songs were given 
with much precision and effect The solo vocalists were Miss 
Senior (who has a good voice, but wants careful training), Mrs. 
Pashley, Messrs. France, F. Taylor, C. Twigg, Marsden and 
Whitehead. Mr. J. W. Dean was the conductor. 

Edinburgh. — On Tuesday, the 13th ult., the com- 
bined Societies of the Edinbro' Choral Union and Tonic Sol-Fa 
Association, under the conductorship of Mr. Adam Hamilton, gave 
a performance of Haydn's Creation in the Music Hall, before a large 
and fashionable audience. The artistes were Miss E. Wynne and 
Messrs. G. Perren and W. H. Weiss. Miss Wynne was most suc- 
cessful in the favourite air, " With verdure clad," and in her part of 
the duet, " Graceful Consort." Of Mr. Weiss it is almost needless 
to speak, his part of the work being gone through with the earnest- 
ness and vigour which characterizes all his singing. In the song, 
" Now vanish before the holy beams," Mr. Perren was not heard to 
great advantage, his lower notes being weak, but he gave a most 
graceful rendering of the well-known air, "In native worth." The 
choruses were all given with great precision, but in the first, "And 
the spirit of God," proper attention was scarcely paid to the piano 
passages, while in some of the others, such as " Awake the Harp," 
the time was taken too fast. Herr Meyer Lutz presided at the 
organ in a most able manner, and Mr. Sainton led the orchestra, 
among which were the Misses Dreschler Hamilton, Messrs. Carl 
Hamilton, Stewart, Loveday, Mackenzie, and other well-known 
artistes. 

Fareham, Hants. — The Committee of the Fare- 
ham Literary Institute gave a Concert of Miscellaneous Music in 
their Hall, on the evening of Tuesday, the 13th ult. The artists en- 
gaged were Miss Thome, soprano, Mr. Stanley, Mr. Westmoreland, 
Mr. Taylor, and Mr. Kenningham, Lay Vicars of Salisbury Cathe- 
dral. Mr. Sydney Lake, organist of Trinity Church, Ryde, I.W., 
officiated as accompanyist. The programme was well selected ; and 
all the pieces were admirably rendered. The Hall was crowded 
in every part, by a very fashionable audience, who testified their 
appreciation of the performance by numerous encores. We under- 
stand that the funds of the Institute will be much benefited by the 
Concert. 

Geelong, Victoria.— On the 6th of September 

an entertainment was given in the large Hall of the Church of 
England Grammar School, consisting of Gems of Sacred Music, 
Poetry and Oratory, to a large audience. The readings were given 
by the Reverends George Goodman andT. M. Fraser, and Mr. Colin 
Campbell. The musical part of the programme consisted of selec- 
tions from St. Paul, Elijah, and the Creation; the solo parts being 
sung by Miss Swift, Miss Davidson, Miss Reilly, Mr. Down, Mr. 
Hinchcliffe, and Mr. S. Moxon. Miss Davidson and Miss Swift 
sang the respective solos " rest in the Lord." and " But the Lord 
is mindful of his own," with great taste, and Mr. Down was very 
happy in his delivery of "In native worth." The solos by Mr. 
Hinchcliffe, " It is enough," and Mr. Moxon, " Lord God of Abra- 
ham," received the merited recognition of the audience. Mr. J. 
Hobdoy presided at the pianoforte, and contributed greatly to the 
success of the entertainment. 

Genoa. — The Carlo Felice Theatre opened for 

the Autumn Season on the 10th ult., with Meyerbeer's L'Africaine, 



got up with great splendour. Notwithstanding that the entrance 
prices were raised, the house was full ; and, although the Genoese 
public is extremely parsimonious of praise, the audience, upon 
this occasion, were greatly satisfied. Both the prima donnas were 
good. Signora Paolina Vaneri (an English lady, who sings under 
an Italian name) who filled the part of Selika, the African heroine, 
has a voice of much compass, steadiness, and flexibility. She exe- 
cuted the difficult music that falls to her share with thorough self- 
possession and skill, together with pathos, both of singing and 
acting. Signora Elisa Galli, who performed the part of Inez, has a 
clear, high voice, and sings sweetly and purely; merits thatare,alas, 
too rare upon theltallan opera stage, where the screaming school has 
lately prevailed, and where singers are apt to be applauded in pro- 
portion as they yell loudest, and with least regard to keeping time 
and being in tune. The baritone, Signor Luigi Merly, who imper- 
sonated Nelusko, was admirable. He has a beautiful and expressive 
voice; sings with much sentiment; acts gracefully and imagina- 
tively ; and has poetic feeling of the savage wildness of his part of 
the African slave, as shown in his personal bearing, and in his 
dressing of the character, which were strikingly appropriate and 
picturesque. The band acquitted itself with signal excellence, and 
the effect of the whole performance was such as to justify the high 

expectation which had been previously excited. The Paganini 

Theatre commenced the season with an Operatic Company of 
much merit. For their first evening's performance, Rossini'sever 
lively and agreeable Barbiere di Sivigtia was given, which was sung 
throughout with much spirit and grace.*^— Signora Beati's Phil- 
harmonic Class for ladies' singing began its second season on the 
8th ult., and it gives us pleasure to record the establishment of this 
energetic attempt to introduce the study of Amateur Vocal Part- 
music in a city which is notorious for sadly lacking artistic tastes 
in private social circles. As it is, the lady-professor at its head is 
an Englishwoman, and the majority of her'lady-pupils are English- 
women ; but two or three Italian ladies have already become mem- 
bers, and it is confidently hoped that others will follow their good 
example, by joining so pleasant a society for instruction and recre- 
ation. One of the pieces selected for inaugural performance this 
season, was Mr. Barnby's charming trio "The Twilight Star." 

Glasgow. — In the City Hall, on the 14th ult., the 

Glasgow Choral Union performed the Stabat Mater of Rossini, and 
a selection of sacred music from the compositions of other masters, 
and added another successful concert to the already long catalogue 
of their triumphs. The soloists on the occasion were Miss Edith 
Wynne, Madame Sainton-Dolby, Mr. George Perren, Mr. W. H. 
Weiss, and Mr. Sainton, violinist. Herr Lutz presided at the 
organ. The first part of the programme consisted of Rossini's 
sacred Cantata, the Stabat Mater, and the second part of a miscel- 
laneous selection of sacred music. The duet, beginning with the 
words " Power eternal," was exceedingly well sung by Miss Wynne 
and Madame Sainton-Dolby, and proved one of the most successful 
pieces in the programme. Miss Wynne, who is no stranger to 
Glasgow audiences, has a voice of great range and purity, and her 
performance throughout the concert leads us to have a very favour- 
able impression of her abilities in this class of music. Madame 
Sainton-Dolby was in good voice, and sang Cherubini's beautiful 
aria "0 Salutaris " with the feeling and expression of a true 
artist. We are sorry to say that Mr. Perren was not heard to 
such advantage. In the tenor air, " Cujus animam," he seemed to 
suffer from huskiness, and his voice was occasionally lost in the 
accompaniment. Mr. Weiss's singing of " Honour and Arms," from 
the Oratorio of Samson, was just such a performance as we would 
expect to hear from him, characterized by vigour, expression, and 
good taste ; but we fancied that in the air, " He layeth the 
beams," he was neither so correct nor so careful as it is his wont 
to be. M. Sainton's performance of Leclair's sonata on the violin 
was in short magnificent, and we only regret that his name was not 
oftener in the programme. The choruses deserve more ample 
acknowledgment than we have space to give. The Amen chorus 
of the Cantata, which has proved a stumbling block to most choral 
societies, was performed with a degree of vigour and precision 
scarcely to be excelled. The first and last choruses from Mendels- 
sohn's 52nd Psalm were treated with similar success, and with a 
careful appreciation of the ideas embodied in the music, affording 
a convincing proof of the indefatigable labours of the Union, and 
the abilities of their accomplished conductor, Mr. Lambeth. 

Goole. — A very beautiful new Organ has been 

lately opened in the Independent Chapel. The instrument was 
built by Messrs. Foster and Andrews, Hull. Its tone and capa- 
bilities were admirably developed by Mr. Brook Sampson, pupil 
and assistant to Dr. Spark, of Leeds. Those who heard Mr. Sampson 
speak of his artistic powers in the highest terms. 

Halifax.— Mr. Briggs, of All Souls' Church, gave 

a Concert in the Raby Hill School-room, before a crowded 
audience, on Thursday evening, 25th October. Miss Elam, Miss 
Nalton, Miss Empsall, Miss Bolton, Mr. Inkersall, and Mr. Briggs 
were the vocalists ; Mr. Layton (Organist of All Souls' Church) 
presiding at the pianoforte. Several encore* were obtained during 
the evening. The concert-giver sang " I'm a roamer," and " Rage, 
thou angry storm " (Benedict). Altogether the concert passed off 
exceedingly well. 

Hanley.— Mr. Charles Hallo's Pianoforte Recital 

on the 19th ult. was a great success. Miss Banks was the vocalist. — 
Madame Florence Lancia made her first appearance in Hanley on 
the 19th ult. She has a fine soprano voice, and sings with much 
brilliancy and artistic finish. Mr. Parkinson (Tenor), Mr. E. 
Rosenthal (Baritone), and the Misses Blanche Cole and Adele 
Alessandri have also appeared with much success. 
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Haslingden. — The Choral Union commenced the 

season of 1866 — 1867 by giving a Concert of Secular Music in the 
Town Hall, on Thursday the 15th ult., to a very numerous audience. 
The programme consisted of Glees, Songs, Duets, &c. The artistes 
were Miss Hudson, of the provincial Concerts ■, Mrs. Brooke and 
Mr. Ramsbottom, of the Manchester concerts. Amongst the Glees 
were Bishop's " Chough and Crow," " Daughter of Error," " Now 
Tramp," &c. In the latter glee, especially, which received an encore, 
Miss Hudson's sweet and powerful voice was heard to great advan- 
tage. Mr. P. Whitaker accompanied with his usual ability ; and 
Mr. Thomas Hargreaves, Organist of the Parish Church, was the 
conductor. 

Hereford. — Mr. James Barnby gave his Annual 

Concert on the 25th of October, at the College Hall, before an atten- 
tive, but not very numerous, audience. Miss Clarke, who was the 
principal soprano engaged, was highly successful in her execution 
of the solos assigned to her, especially in Smart's pretty song, 
"Sing, maiden, sing," which was deservedly encored. She has a 
powerful voice, and sings with excellent taste. Miss Lane, the 
contralto, was also most efficient in her solo music, winning a well- 
deserved encore in Dr. Iron's song, " 0, thou sea." Mr. Brandon, 
the bass, also sustained his part very ably; and the beneficiaire (Mr. 
Barnby) sang "The long waves come and go," with excellent taste 
and expression. We must not omit to mention that the Rev. W. V. 
Duncombe gave Mozart's " Mentre ti lascio," with much vigour and 
effect. There were also several glees ; and the Rev. J, C. Hanbury 
performed very ably a solo by Schumann on the pianoforte. Mr. G. 
Townshend Smith acted as hon-conductor, and accompanied the 
vocalists on the pianoforte with his accustomed taste and ability. —

The singing of Miss 
Carpenter is spoken of in the highest terms of admiration; and we 
hope that we may shortly have an opportunity of hearing her at 
some of our concerts in the metropolis. Several vocal pieces were 
given by the vocalists named which were exceedingly well received ; 
and Mr. F. Berger performed a selection of pianoforte compositions 
which gave the utmost satisfaction fto a numerous audience. Mr. 
G. Townshend Smith was the conductor. 

Kilworth, near Leicester. — The opening of the 

village Hall, recently built under the Limited Liability Act, took 
place on the 23rd of October, when a concert supported by local 
talent, under the able leadership and training of Mr. Green, the 
organist, was given. The performance was highly satisfactory. 
The Hall has been built for the use of the village ; and during the 
winter season entertainments will be given, including readings, 
songs, and glees. 

Kirkcaldy. — An Association for the practice of 

choral music has been formed here this season, which meets every 
Tuesday evening, in the Assembly Rooms; Patrick Don Swan, 
Esq., President ; Conductor, Mr. Hurst.— The first of a series of 
concerts, under the auspices of the Temperance Society, came off 
very successfully in the Corn Exchange, on the evening of Monday 
the 5th ult. The attractive programme and the fame of the several 
performers, drew together a large and appreciative audience. The 
artists were Miss Louisa Pyne. Miss Susan Pyne. Signor Ambonetti, 
Mr. H. Clark and Mr. Emile Berger, pianist. — We had a visit from 
Dr. Mark and his little men on Thursday, the 17th ult., but regret 
that, on account of the inclemency of the weather no doubt, the 
attendance was not such as the excellence of the entertainment 
demanded. 

Leeds. — The Town Hall Organ Concerts continue 

to be given with a considerable amount of success ; and certainly 
the programmes of classical and other music which are twice a 
week set before the public, and the manner in which they are per- 
formed, entitle them to all the praise they elicit and the success they 
achieve. The Tuesday afternoon concerts have now become quite 
an institution, in connection with our noble Town Hall, and, in fact, 
form one of the principal attractions to strangers, and no doubt they 
may be regarded as permanently established. The Saturday night 
" Penny Concerts," uniting as they do vocal music with the organ 
performances, are emphatically the "People's Concerts," for when 
we state that week after week they draw together an audience 
averaging nearly 1,000 persons, that fact will be accepted as conclu- 
sive evidence of their popularity. Perhaps one of the most success- 
ful concerts ever given was that which took place on Saturday, the 
10th ult., when the choir of St. George's Church, numbering upwards 
of twenty vocalists, occupied the orchestra. Their reception was so 
enthusiastic that they no doubt will be re-engaged for some future 
evening. Dr. Spark's performance on the organ was also received 
with the utmost favour. It should be mentioned that the charges 
for admission to the " Penny Concerts " remain, as before, 6d. and 
3d., but a portion of the hall is allotted to the working classes, who 
are admitted at the nominal charge of one penny each. 

Lichfield. — On Tuesday evening, the 6th ult., 

the Lichfield Amateur Musical Society gave the first subscription 
concert of their sixteenth season in the Guildhall, which was most 
fashionably attended. The first part consisted of Handel's Serenata 
Ads and Galatea, ably conducted by Mr. Bedsmore, Organist 
of the Cathedral. The part of Acts was allotted to Mr. Grayson, 
a Choral Vicar, who gave the music exceedingly well, especially 
the air " Love sounds the alarm," which he was unanimously called 
upon to repeat. Miss Houlgate, a pupil of Mr. Bedsmore', sustained 
the part of Galatea in admirable style; she possesses a clear and 
sweet voice, and her articulation is extremely good. The parts of 



Damon and Polyphemus were taken by two gentlemen amateurs . 
The choral music was rendered with much precision . The 
members of the orchestra gave unmistakable proofs of judicious 
training; and if the pianissimo passages in " Mourn all ye Muses " 
had been more marked, the choruses would have been all that could 
be wished. The second part of the concert consisted of a miscel- 
laneous selection. At the conclusion, the National Anthem was 
sung, and the audience left, evidently highly gratified with the 
evening's entertainment, 

Liverpool. — The Tenth Concert this year of the 

Philharmonic Society was given on the 13th ult. The first part was 
devoted to Beethoven's 9th (or Choral) Sinfonia, the very great 
difficulties of which taxed to the utmost the resources of both 
band and chorus; but under Mr. Mellon's spirited direction, the 
result was a decided success. The vocal solo performers were 
Madlle. Enequist, Madame Patey-Whytock, Mr. W. H. Cummings, 
and Mr. Patey. The second part commenced with the Overture to 
Don Giovanni^ and closed with Mendelssohn's Wedding March, both 
played with great spirit. A very agreeable selection of solo and 
part music occupied the intervening space, which was rendered still 
more effective by the excellent clarionet Fantasia of Mr. Lazarus. 

Mr. Skeaf's Annual Concert took place on "Wednesday, the 

14th ult., before a numerous audience. The vocalists were Mrs. 
Skeaf, Miss Kate Wynne, Mr. E. Foulkes, Mr. T. J. Hughes, and a 
chorus selected from the Birkenhead Cambrian Choral Society 
under the direction of Mr. Parry. Mr. Skeaf was solo pianist and 
conductor, and performed his lately published Fantasia, " Sabbath 
Evening Chimes," and a descriptive battle piece, founded on the 
" March of the Men of Harlech," both of which were redemanded. 

Longton. — A Concert of sacred music was given 

in Zion Chapel on Tuesday, the 6th ult. Madame Sherrington sang 
" So shall the lute," " I know that my Redeemer liveth," &c, with 
her usual taste and intelligence. The other vocalists were Miss 
Sherrington and Mr. W. H. Poole. Mons. Lemmens accompanied 
on the organ. 

Lower Norwood. — On the 3rd ult., a performance 

of Handel's Messiah was given by the Choir of Spurgcon's Metro- 
politan Tabernacle, at the Working Men's Institute. The whole of 
the choruses were well rendered. Those deserving special mention 
were * l For unto us," " Behold the Lamb," and " He trusted in 
God," which were given with great precision. The principal 
soprano parts were allotted to Miss Donnes. Mr. Cook sustained 
the alto in a very masterly manner. The tenor part was well sung 
by Mr. Pollard; and Mr. Beare's rendering of "Why do the 
nations," and " The trumpet shall sound," was all that could be 
desired. Master Sydney Hill accompanied with great taste on the 
harmonium, and Mr. Frisby conducted with his usual efficiency. 

Melbourne, Victoria. — The principal musical 

feature of the month (September) was the opening of the new Hall 
intended for the intercolonial exhibition, by a grand Concert, under 
the direction of Mr. Charles Edward Horsley, on the evening of 
Saturday, the 15th. The Hall is of most handsome proportions, 
being 220 feet in length with a height and width to correspond. 
Upwards of 3000 people were present on the occasion, The Concert 
opened with the National Anthem, followed by Mendelssohn's 
Hymn of Praise. The second part commenced with the Exhibition 
March, composed expressly by Mr, Horsley. It was received most 
enthusiastically, both by those in the orchestra and by the audience, 
Weber's Overture to Der Freischiitz, the glee, " Down in a flowery 
vale," Meyerbeer's Overture to VEtoile du JVord, and the glee by the 
elder Horsley, " See the chariot at hand," comprised the remaining 
portion of the performances. The band and chorus numbered up- 
wards of 460. It may be said with truth that the Hymn of Praise 
had never been produced so effectively in Melbourne before. The 
introductory symphony was rendered magnificently ; and the 
choruses were delivered with great precision and power. The solos 
were well sung by Miss Bertha Watson, *Miss Liddle, and Mr. 
Donaldson. His Excellency the Governor was present. 

Newport. — The first of a series of subscription 

concerts was given at the Town Hall on the 9th ult., at which the 
following artists assisted : — Madame Berger Lascelles (Contralto), 
Miss Susanna Cole (Soprano), Mr. Montem Smith (Tenor), Mr. 
Francesco Berger (Pianoforte and accompany] st), Herr Louis Ries 
(Violin), and Herr Daubert (Violoncello). The programme was of 
a popular character ; and the concert was in every respect highly 
successful.— — The members of the Newport Vocal Union gave a 
performance of Haydn's Oratorio, The Creation, on the 8th ult. The 
principal parts were allotted to Miss Clarke (Soprano), Mr. Hunt 
(Tenor), and Mr. Brandon (Bass). Miss Pritchard accompanied on 
the Pianoforte, Mr. R. J. Horner was at the Harmonium, and Mr. 
E. Jenkins conducted. The solos were exceedingly well given; 
and the steadiness and precision of the choir reflected the utmost 
credit upon the Society. 

Reading. — Mr. W. H. Birch's Third Subscription 

Concert took place at the Town Hall on Monday, the 19th ult., 
when the room was well and fashionably attended. Professor 
Bennett's May Queen was performed, and a miscellaneous 
selection of operatic and popular music. The vocalists engaged were 
Mrs. H. Barnby, Mrs. E. P. Freeman, Miss M. Byers, Mrs. Beale, 
Messrs. T. Hunt, and H. Barnby, from Her Majesty's Chapel Royal, 
Windsor. The instrumentalists were Mr. E. H. Birch, of Win- 
chester Cathedral (Harmonium), Mr. F. Burgiss from St. George's 
Chapel, Windsor (Pianoforte), Mr. W. H. Birch (Solo Concertina)* 
and M. Coudere (Solo Oboe). Mr. W. H. Birch was the conductor. 
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The performance throughout gave general satisfaction; and there 
were several encores during the evening. 

Runcorn. — The opening of St. Paul's Wesleyan 

Chapol took place on the 13th ult. The choral portion of the service 
was exceedingly well given, especially the first hymn (the 127th), 
which was sung to the tune of the Old Hundredth. The powers of 
the magnificent organ were well developed by J. Wilkinson, Esq., 
who performed both at the morning and evening service. The 
singing was conducted by Mr. John Taylor, the oppointed organist 
and choir-master of St. Paul's. We should mention that the organ 
has been built by Mr. Wadsworth, of Manchester ; that the tone is 
remarkably fine and full; and that the reeds, voiced on the system 
followed by Cavaille Coll, the eminent builder in Paris, which 
ensures a promptness of articulation not often met with in English 
organs, are bold, vigorous and resonant, and the mixtures animated 
and ringing. 

Southsea v — A Concert was given on the 1st ult., 

in the Portland Hall, to a very crowded audience. The principal 
Soprano was Miss Roberts of Southampton, who sang remarkably 
well. The singing also of Misses Russell and Taylor, and of Messrs. 
Bevis, Hewitt, Self and Keele, gave much satisfaction. The Solo 
Pianiste was Amy Weddle, a young lady only eleven years old, 
whose touch, skill, expression and power on the instrument are 
said to be remarkable for one so young. She Is a pupil of Madlle. 
Girard. 

Spennymoor. — The Harmonic Society gave a 

popular Concert (being the first of the series for this season), on 
the 31st October, which was attended by a large audience. The 
band of the Society has now reached a very fair standard of excel- 
lence, and gave several pieces during the evening with great preci- 
sion and accuracy. The vocalists were Miss S. J. Welford, soprano, 
of Barnard Castle, and Mr. David Lambert, the Durham basso. 
Miss Welford has a fine powerful voice, and was encored in " Bid 
me discourse " (Bishop) ; and also gave a very pleasing rendering 
of the Scotch song, " Auld Robin Gray." She also took part with 
Mr. Lambert in the duets, " Syren and Friar," and tl Of fairy wand 
had I the power," in such a manner as to gain the warm plaudits of 
the large audience assembled. Mr. David Lambert sang Handel's 
song, " ruddier than the cherry " exceedingly well, and received 
a well-merited encore. Equally entitled to praise was his singing of 
Arditi's " Stirrup Cup ;" and the humour he infused into his Irish 
song .elicited immense applause and a loud encore from the 
audience. Mr. J. Wood, of Durham, a pupil of Ole Bull, was solo 
violinist and leader, and afforded great pleasure to his hearers by 
the admirable manner in which he played De Beriot's Air, with 
variations, for which he received the most hearty applause. The 
duet for violin and flute was well played by Mr. Wood and Mr. T. 
Colley. Mr. Holliday was pianist. 

Ulverstone. — The re-opening and consecration of 

the Parish Church took place on the 31st October. Before eleven 
o'clock the Church was nearly full. Immediately before the Litany 
the choir gave the Anthem from the 118th Psalm, (prepared ex- 
pressly for the occasion by Mr. William Smallwood) with admirable 
effect. An opening prelude, by the organist, gave ample evidence 
not only of the beauty and power of the instrument, but of the 
ability of the performer. The organ occupies a large space at the 
east end of the north aisle. The pipes are yet in their primitive 
state ; but are to be diapered in a short time. 

Worcester.— The Worcester Glee Union, assisted 

by Miss Eaton (of Stourport) gave a Concert at the Guildhall on 
Thursday the 8th ult., to a very large audience, the assembly room 
being quite crowded. The programme consisted of a miscellaneous 
selection of songs, glees, <fec, which were exceedingly well ren- 
dered, and reflected much credit on the members of the union. Miss 
Eaton was encored in two of her songs. Messrs. Quartermaine and 
Hughes gave two duets on the pianoforte, which were played with 
much taste, and were much admired. Being the first entertainment 
given by the Glee Union, the results were exceedingly satisfactory. 

A Musical Entertainment was given at the Guildhall on 

Thursday, the 8th ult., by the "Worcester Glee Union (Messrs. 
Hodges, Smith, Dyson and Mill ward), assisted by Miss Eaton. 
There was a very large and attentive audience, and the Glee 
Union well maintained the reputation they have so deservedly 
won in this neighbourhood. 

York. — At the Fine Art and Industrial Exhibition, 

music has continued to be a prominent feature. Mr. Burton's piano- 
forte performance of the highest classical works has been thoroughly 
appreciated; and the organ performances of Mr. Peace have been 
exceedingly attractive. Dr. Spark, of Leeds, has also given two 
organ recitals, the programmes of which were mostly composed of 
the best works of the acknowledged writers for the instrument; 
and favourable mention is also made by the local press of the organ 
performance of Mr. W. Prichard. The principal vocalists have 
been Miss Helena Walker, Miss Hiles, and Mr. Inkersall.
